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Columbus 
to utilize 
Reach Alert 
system

The City of Columbus will soon 
have an improved emergency 
communication system in place. At 
their meeting Monday night, August 
4, the city council voted in unison to 
purchase Reach Alert, an emergency 
communication system that will 
allow city officials to quickly get in 
touch with the residents in case of an 
emergency. 

Attending the meeting were all 
four councilmembers Amanda Nichy, 
Rosemary Harper, Vanessa Lightner, 
and Kay Ferguson, Mayor Richard 
Frizzell, City Clerk Melissa Griffith, 
and former city clerk Dori Todd, who 
attended the meeting as a guest. 

Reach Alert will cost $1 per 
household for the first year and $2 per 
household for each additional year. 
Griffith estimates that between 95 and 
100 households will participate in the 
program, with a total cost to the city 
of $95 to $100 the first year, and $190 
to $200 for each subsequent year if 
the city decides to continue use of the 
service. 

According to Griffith, residents will 
be able to opt into the program several 
different ways, including voice calls 
to either cell phones or land lines, text 
messages, or emails. The service will 
be at no direct cost to the residents. 
Griffith plans to use the system to alert 
residents of water-boil alerts and water- 
main breaks, as well as any changes to 
the city council’s meeting schedule. 
When an emergency alert is necessary, 
Griffith will just type the message into 
a computer program and the word will 
go out to all that are registered. 

During the meeting, the council 
voted to raffle a Uberti 1858 Black 
Powder .44 caliber revolver to raise 
money for Civil War Days. The firearm 
was donated to the city for the raffle. 

One agenda item included the city’s 
need for a credit card. The primary 
reason for the need was the upcoming 
expiration of the city’s antivirus 
software. The council voted to send a 
representative to Best Buy to buy the 
software instead of subscribing to the 
service, thus negating the need for a 
credit card. 

At a special called meeting on July 
24, the council passed two resolutions

Public hearing 
held for tax 
rate increase

A Public Hearing on a 2014 County 
Tax Rate increase was held during the 
monthly Hickman County Fiscal Court 
meeting Monday night in Clinton. 

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt explained to the court that 
the proposed tax rate would only raise 
county real estate tax revenue from 15 
percent to 15.2. 

As stated in the advertisement 
with the Hickman County Gazette, 
the county’s paper of record, the real 
estate tax levied last year produced 
revenues in the amount of $295,952. 
With the new proposed tax rate for 
2014, revenues will produce a total 
of $308,575. The court approved the 
tax rate increase with no questions 
asked. The rate changes also included 
proposed revenue amounts for New 
Property in the amount of $2,523, 
Personal Property at $77,321, Motor 
Vehicles at $39,625 and Watercraft at 
$905.

USDA sending reports 
to help producers prepare 
for Farm Bill programs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1, 
2014 — U.S. Department 

of Agriculture (USDA) 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator Juan M. Garcia 
announced today that farmers 
should start receiving notices 
updating them on their current 
base acres, yields and 2009- 
2012 planting history. The 
written updates are an important 
part of preparing agricultural 
producers for the new safety 
net programs established by the 
2014 Farm Bill. 

“We’re sending these reports 
to make sure that farmers and 
ranchers have key information 
as they make critical decisions 
about programs that impact 
their livelihood,” said Garcia. 
“It’s important that producers 
take a few minutes to cross 
check the information they 
receive with their own farm 
records. If the information is 
correct, no further action is 
needed at this time. But if our 
letter is incomplete or incorrect, 
producers need to contact their 
local FSA county office as soon 
as possible.” 

Verifying the accuracy of data 
on a farm’s acreage history is 
an important step for producers 
enrolling in the upcoming 
Agriculture Risk Coverage 
(ARC) program and the Price 
Loss Coverage (PLC) program. 
Later this summer, farmers 
and ranchers will have an 
opportunity to update their crop 


yield information and reallocate 
base acres. 

“We’re working hard to 
prepare and educate farmers 
on the new programs created 
by the 2014 Farm Bill,” added 
Garcia. “I encourage producers 
to bring their USDA notice to 
any scheduled appointments 
with the local FSA county 
office. This will help ensure 
they have the information they 
need with them to discuss the 
available program options.” 

By mid-winter all producers 
on a farm will be required to 
make a one-time, unanimous 
and irrevocable election 
between price protection and 
county revenue protection or 
individual revenue protection 
for 2014-2018 crop years. 
Producers can expect to sign 
contracts for ARC or PLC for 
the 2014 and 2015 crop years in 
early 2015. 

Covered commodities include 
barley, canola, large and small 
chickpeas, com, crambe, 
flaxseed, grain sorghum, lentils, 
mustard seed, oats, peanuts, dry 
peas, rapeseed, long grain rice, 
medium grain rice (includes 
short grain rice and temperate 
japonica rice), safflower seed, 
sesame, soybeans, sunflower 
seed, and wheat. Upland 
cotton is no longer a covered 
commodity.

W e really do not 
know what 
tomorrow will 
bring. 

At least two groups of 
medical and evangelical 

personnel 
from our 
MY VIEW area were 
gearing 
up for a 
spring trip 
to Liberia 
when 
the news 
spread of 
the deadly 
Ebola vims 
outbreak. 
Those 

plans, to provide dental and 
medical care, are naturally 
on hold for at least one of the 
groups and probably the other 
until the “all clear” signal 
is given from leaders in the 
poverty-stricken country and 
its neighbors who are in a state 
of emergency. Military check 
points are set up at all the major 
entrance routes and many are 
quarantined. 

What can we do? 

“Our hearts are filled with 
sadness and anguish, as our 
nation has been attacked by 
the deadly Ebola disease,” said 
Arthur David, founder of Ford- 
Madden Christian Academy 
in Monrovia, Liberia. He is a 
native of Liberia who married 
an American citizen and holds 
dual citizenship. He lives with 
his family in Camden, TN 
but was planning on going to 
Liberia later this year and again 
with the mission teams. 

Liberia, where the death toll 
is rising fastest, is stmggling 
to cope. Many residents are 
panicking, in some cases 
casting out the bodies of family 
members onto the streets of 
Monrovia to avoid quarantine 
measures. 

“Everyone is afraid of Ebola. 
You cannot tell who has Ebola 
or not. Ebola is not like a cut 
mark that you can see and 
run,” said Sarah Wehyee as 
she stocked up on food at the 
local market in Paynesville, an 
eastern suburb of Monrovia. 

Liberia’s president, Ellen 
Johnson Sirleaf, R. L. said “My 
fellow Liberians, our nation is 


currently affected by the deadly 
Ebola Vims and the disease has 
now spread to eight counties. 
Liberia is among three countries 
experiencing an unprecedented 
outbreak of the vims, the 
largest ever since this vims 
was first discovered. It now 
poses serious risks to the health, 
safety, security and welfare 
of our nation. And beyond the 
public health risk, the disease is 
now undermining the economic 
stability of our country to the 
tone of millions of dollars in 
lost revenue, productivity and 
economic activity.” 

She went on to say, “As 
mandated by the Constitution, 

I will immediately forward 
this Declaration of the State 
of Emergency to the National 
Legislature, accompanied by 
an explanation of the facts and 
circumstances leading to the 
Declaration. 

May God Bless us all and 
preserve our great nation!” 

“I know Dr. Brantley, the 


American brother in Christ who 
is sick with the Ebola, and his 
family very well,” David said. 

“The bottom line to all of this 
is, our people need some urgent 
help. The reasons are, under 
normal circumstances, Liberia 
is listed as the second poorest 
country in the world. To contain 
the disease, the government 
has closed all schools, offices, 
both public and private and 
prohibited any large gathering 
of people. This means that 
the majority of the citizens, 
who are poor and make ends 
meet by seeking daily bread 
on a daily basis have become 
handicapped. “ 

Lisa and I visited the school 
and community a little more 
than a year ago. I can still 
see the smiles on the happy 
faces of the children there as 
they greeted us. We visited 
the community where Dr. 
Brantley worked, although we 
did not personally meet him. 

We personally experienced the 


poverty. 

David said there are many 
needs, but now the main need is 
money to buy food, water, and 
medication. All funds received 
go to the local Smythe Road 
Church of Christ in Liberia and 
is distributed to where the needs 
lie.

ORDINANCE 2014-07-01 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY CREATING A CHAPTER 98 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY CREATING AN OPEN BURN POLICY, SETTING FORTH 
ITEMS WHICH MAY BE BURNED AND PROHIBITIONS OF SAME, SETTING FORTH PENALITIES REPEALING 
ALL CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY AND EFFECTIVE DATE. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. That Chapter 98 of the code of ordinances of the City of Clinton, Kentucky shall be created to read as follows: 
§98.01 OPEN BURNING PROHIBITED; EXCEPTIONS 

Except as provided in this section, no person shall cause, suffer or allow any open burning or open fires. Fires may be set for 
the following purposes, provided that the fires do not violate any of the provisions of KRS Chapters 149,150,227, and other 
laws of the Commonwealth of Kentucky or any local ordinances: 

(A) Fires set for the cooking of food for human consumption on other than commercial premises; 

(B) Fires set for recreational of ceremonial purposes; 

(C) Small fires set by construction and other workers for comfort heating purposes, when temperature is below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, provided excessive or unusual smoke is not created and only clean non-treated lumber, paper or fire wood is 
burned and the fire is contained to a 55 gallon (maximum) drum; 

(D) Fires set for the purpose of wood abatement, disease, and pest prevention; 

(E) Fires set for prevention of a fire hazard, including the disposal of dangerous materials where no safe alternative is 
available; 

(F) Fires set for the purpose for bona fide instruction and training of public and industrial employees in the methods of 
fighting fires; 

(G) Fires set for recognized agricultural, range and wildlife management practices; 

(H) Fires set for the purpose of disposing of accidental spills or leaks of crude oil, petroleum products or other organic 
materials, and the disposal of absorbent material used in their removal, where no other economically feasible means of 
disposal is available and practical and provided permission is obtained from the Natural Resources and Environmental 
Protection Cabinet prior to burning; and 

(I) Fires set for disposal of natural growth for land clearing, and trees and tree limbs felled by storms, provided that no 
extraneous material such as tires or heavy oil which tend to produce dense smoke are used to cause ignition or aid 
combustion and the burning is done on sunny days with mild winds. The measurement of the fire shall not exceed 25 feet 
by 25 feet by eight feet. 

§98.02 BURNING OF LEAVES AND HOUSEHOLD RUBBISH PROHIBITED 

The burning of leaves, foliage, household rubbish and garbage, construction debris, painted/stained or treated wood 
products, animal bedding, tires, coated wire, furniture, and chemical containers is in violation of the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s regulations and is strictly prohibited within the city limits. 

§98.03 LOCATION REQUIREMENTS. 

The location for any open burning shall not be less than 50 feet (15,240 mm) from any structure or utility line and 
provisions shall be made to prevent the fire from spreading to within 50 feet (15,240 mm) of any structure or utility line. Firs 
in approved containers shall be permitted provided tha such firs are not less than 15 feet (4,572 mm) from any structure. 
§98.04 OPEN BURNING REGULATIONS. 

Open burning shall not be used for waste disposal purposes, shall be of the minimum size for the intended purpose, and the 
fuel shall be chosen to minimize the generation and emission of air contaminants. 

§98,05 OPEN BURNING ATTENDANCE REQUIRED. 

Any open burning shall be constantly attended until the fire is extinguished. Adequate and appropriate fire-extinguishing 
equipment shall be available for immediate use. 

§98.06 AUTHORITY OF POLICE CHIEF OR HIS DESIGNEE(S) 

The Police Chief or his designee(s), shall prohibit open burning which will be offensive or objectionable due to smoke or 
odor emissions or when atmospheric conditions or local circumstances make such fires hazardous. The Police Chief or his 
designee(s), shall order the extinguishment, by the owner or the fire department, of any open burning which creates or adds 
to a hazardous or objectionable situation. 

§98.07 PENALTY 

The penalty for violation of any section of this ordinance is a $50 fine for the first occurrence and a $100 fine for a second 
violation. A third violation within one year is a Class A Misdemeanor. If the fire or rescue squad is required to suppress any 
fire created in violation of this Ordinance, fir suppression costs shall be assessed and the violator shall be required to pay 
said costs in additions to the above referenced fines. 

Section 2. All ordinances in conflict herewith are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions hereof are severable. Should any section of part of this ordinance be invalid such invalidity shall 
not affect the remaining portions hereof. 

Section 4. EFFECTIVE DATE: This ordinance shall be in effect upon its enactment following second separate reading and 
publication as required by law.

Lady Falcons set 
gaze on District title

The Lady Falcons are poised to take to the net in 
a week’s time to start their 2014 season, and after 
taking district runner-up last year, Head Coach 
Keith Lacewell is confident that his team has 
what it takes to earn the district title this season, 
and possibly work their way through the regional 
tournament. 

The team graduated but two seniors from last 
year’s talented crew, thus giving the Lady Falcons 
an experience edge over other teams going in to the 
2014 season. Currently, the starting lineup for the 
Lady Falcons is: Courtney Collier, Avery Cloar, 
Kinsey Lock, Kaylee Webb, Jade Florence, and 
Addie Bowman. All of the starters but Bowman 
are veteran, senior players who have been playing 
Lady Falcon volleyball together for several years 
now, while Bowman, a junior, has but one year 
less experience than her fellow starters. 

Lock is set to be the team’s setter going forward, 
and from that position she will be able to assist her 
teammates, particularly Collier, Cloar, Webb, and 
Bowman, in their outside hitter roles. 

Perhaps the best asset this team has going 
forward is its communication. As with most sports, 
communication between players is critical, yet it 
is also one of the fundamentals that many players 
abandon in stressful situations, often resulting in 
a missed play. Lacewell, though, is ecstatic about 
the communication his team showed in their 
scrimmage with Community Christian Academy. 

CCA defeated Fulton City (the team that 
prevented the Lady Falcons from acquiring a 
district championship) in the first round of the 
regional tournament in 2013, and they ultimately 


went on to lose the regional championship to 
powerhouse school McCracken County; however, 
in a pre-season scrimmage with CCA, Hickman 
County defeated the top-ranked team, and Lacewell 
believes that his team’s success came down to one 
fundamental of volleyball, communication. 

Going forward, Lacewell believes that the 
district will be more competitive than it ever has 
been in the past. The head coach noted that both 
Carlisle County and Fulton County are returning 
many of their key players from the 2013 season, 
giving them a similar edge to the one Lacewell 
has found in his roster. Lacewell is also not quick 
to dismiss Fulton City from the mix. Though the 
Lady Bulldogs graduated a number of key players, 
he believes that their coach, Chad Malray, is 
always able to put together a top-notch team. 

The Lady Falcons will face-off against Marshall 
County and Calloway County to start their regular 
season, just as they did in 2013. Both schools 
dealt losses to Hickman County last season, so if 
the Lady Falcons can muster a win against either 
team, fans might get an early indicator of what will 
surely be an outstanding season.
